A few day s ag o I hod occasion 
to refer to Thomas G ray ’s immor­ 
tal eleg y w ritten in a cou ntry 
chu rchy ard, and w anted to recall 
the first fou r lines ot it. 
Personally I think it is one of 
the finest p ieces of sentim ent ev er 
p laced in v erse, and while 1 hav e 
the famou s p oem in one of my 
books of p oetry at home. I cou ld 
not locate it readily in the office 
library , so 1 started calling a few 
friends. 
1 knew three of the fou r lines 
bu t I cou ld not fig u re ou t the m iss­ 
ing line, and fou nd some of my 
friends were “in the same boat.” 
As a last resort I called the 
Pu blic L ibrary and soon hu d the 
missing line. 
I wonder if y ou recall those first 
fou r lines? 
If not, here they arc, 
and after y ou hav e read them, 
hu nt u p the entire p oem and read 
it once more: 
“The cu rfew tolls the knell of 
p arting day , 
The lowing herd winds slowly 
o’er the lea; 
The p lowm an 
hom eward 
p lods 
his w eary way , 
And leav es the world to darkness 
and to me.’’ 


It takes more than ju st a mere 
clatter of m achinery , clickety -click 
of ty p ew riters, lay ing a floor ov er­ 
head. tearing off ceiling s, knock­ 
ing loose p lastering down, sawing , 
drop p ing boards, —ri« g ing 
tele­ 
p hones. some u nnecessary chatter 
and a few kindred other distu rb­ 
ances to stop the editorial and 
rep ortorial work in a new sp ap er 
office*. This ex tra noise rig ht now 
is du e to that tire ov erhead Su n­ 
day afternoon. 
’ . new sp ap er folks w ork rig ht 
throu g h all kinds of noise and 
u nder many 
try ing 
conditions, 
sometimes, bu t I g u ess 
we 
ju st 
concentrate on w hat we are doing , 
and let the noise and other dis­ 
tu rbing factors take care of them ­ 
selv es. 
Rig ht now, for instance, I had 
not noticed the lou d clatter of fall­ 
ing 
lath 
and 
p ou nding coming 
dowm the stairw ay from u p stairs 
u ntil one of the emp loy es closed 
the door. 
Then I realized that 
there had been a lot of noise abov e. 
It is the same w ay when a ru sh 
story has to be w ritten. The p ress­ 
m an, the stereoty p er, the m ake­ 
u p m an, the linoty p cr and a few 
others w ait ex p ectantly while the 
p ress is being laid for the “hot” 
story that has ju st broken. 
It is ju st a m atter of sitting 
down to the ty p ew riter and p ou nd­ 
ing ou t the y am as fast as the 
ty p ew riter will ru n. 
T hat’s what 
we call w riting u nder p ressu re, al­ 
thou g h w riting a dozen to a score 
of different stories on as many 
different su bjects day after day 
m ig ht also be called some kind of 
p ressu re. 
B u t it is fascinating work, and 
I for one wou ld rather miss a g ood 
m eal any day , or a nig ht's sleep 
if necessary , to g et a g ood y arn, 
and by the way “y arn ” is another 
nam e for a news story .

Diet and Health 


Vegetarian Theorists Versus Meat-eaters 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
IN THESE d ays of food ration ­

All 
that comes to me is a series of 
squ awks abou t n ot gettin g en ou gh 
meat. 
Vegetarian s, of cou rse, d iffer 
amon g themselv es, an d they are 
v egetarian s for man y d ifferen t 
reason s. There are those who hav e 
moral reason s. 
It is wron g to 
slau ghter an imals. No argu men t 
can be 
brou ght again st that. 
Those who av er that the eatin g of 
meat brin gs the d an ger of d isease 
lu rkin g in an imal flesh belon g to 
an other school. As d o those who 
believ e in v egetarian ism as a 
mean s of promotin g horticu ltu re 
an d gettin g u s all back to an agri­ 
cu ltu ral existen ce. 


Little Scientific Basis 


The poison ou s n atu re or d an gers 
of meat as an argu men t hasn ’t 
mu ch scien tific basis. 
On e has 
on ly to ad d u ce the stu d ies of 
Thomas on "The Health of a Car­ 
n iv orou s Race,” which wera the 
Eskimos. They liv e exclu siv ely on 
raw meat, an d con trary to belief d o 
n ot eat mu ch fat or blu bber. They 
•re v ery healthy. High blood pres­ 
su re or kid n ey d isease is less pre­ 
v alen t amon g them than amon g u s. 
Examin in g n early two hu n d red 
Eskimos between the ages of 40 
•n d 60, Thomas fou n d the av erage 
blood pressu re to be 129. They are 
v ery activ e an d v igorou s, so they 
mu st get v itamin s from the meat. 
Those who think that man’s 
structure is d esign ed for v ege­ 
tarianism made a mistake. 
It 
would n ot be scientific to say that 
man eannot subsist on a v ege­ 


tarian diet for a long time and re­ 
tain his faculties, as witness Ber­ 
n ard Shaw. Although, according 
to H. G. Wells, Shaw ehents: he 
has taken to u sin g v itamin 
tablets 
lately an d sin ce some of them are 
of an imal origin he doesn't call 
them food. He calls them—-"Those 
chemicals.” 


Abundant Protein 


Of the three primary food ele­ 
ments (ex cluding the v itamins 
and min erals) protein is found 
most abundantly in animal food. 
Fat also. 
Vegetables are pre­ 
d omin an t for the carbohy drates— 
su gars end starches. But all v ege­ 
tables contain some protein, and 
man y contain a great deal—wheat 
flou r, cereals, beans, peas and nuts. 
So we can get proteins from v ege­ 
tables. These v egetable proteins, 
howev er, do not act as readily in 
the bodily economy as animal pro­ 
tein s. They are not economical 
protein s. 
So while it is possible to liv e 
and thriv e on an ex clusiv ely v ege­ 
table diet, there is no support for 
the argument that it is a superior 
method of nutrition. It ian't 
But the really tough argument 
for the v egetarian to get ov er 
cen ters in the recent wartime ex - 
perimen ts on isocaloric meals for 
war workers. 
A set of worker* were giv en 
breakfasts 
which 
were succes­ 
siv ely, for certain periods, first, 
almost en tirely carbohy drate; sec­ 
ond, almost entirely fat; and third, 
a little ov er half protein, a third 
carbohy drate and the rest fat. 
Then their efficiency was charted. 
The 
carbohy drate 
breakfast 
kept them going for about two 
hou rs and then they slumped and 
complained 
about 
hunger 
and 
weakness. 
The protein breakfast mix ed 
with some carbohy drates and fat 
resulted in no let-up or diminution 
in v igor for six hours.
